' amoDgst lite inttUi^nt hauuhotdera, to 
the auntion, whalhtr she eiCablithmaat of 
tor Municipal Police, in point of numeri- 
cal strength, of adminiilrativa arrange- 
ment, and of general efficiency, is adequate 
ta (he preaent magnitiitte and circumatanriea 
of the population.

Thit tilraotiunarily 
large proportion, without a parallel in the

1'aaaing on to the census of trl&l, we find 
rhat the Sydney Police then amounted t„ 
75, and the population to 10,t*<J0i the 
proportion being I to 144. 

The neat census was taken in the year 
1 B3:i. when the town police numbered 1 0:1, 
and the town population lli,20(J; the pro- 
portion being 1 to lit). 

At the ecutni of lAtti, the police, ex- 
clusively of eight conaublti employed in 
the outskirts of (he town, amounted to 
147, and the population to l!),;'tHI; the 

Eroporlion being 1 lo 134, or considerably 
iraar than at the preceding period. 
But between 1836 and our latest reruns, 
in lU-il, llie proportion had become eon- 
aidarabLy less. The police lorca (not in- 
cluding that for the out-aUtioni), was 
then only 1 11, white the population wai 
30,iHKl: the proportion being only 1 to 263. 

The numerical strength of the Polio 
has, howtftr, since the last mentioned 
period, boon still farther crippled, lor the 
preaent establishment it only SrJ, including 
all raukt except the clerical. What the 
present population nay be, we are not, pre- 
pared to state ; bat taking it to be no mare 
than it wai at the last centos, three yean

By thit table, the reader will b» enabled 
to appreciate in a moment the «ry school 
extent to which our police force hit been 
abridged. To **y nothing of the rigarout 
proportion kept up by Governor Mac- 
UianiK, tlie tie rage of the three periodt 
preceding the present year was npwardt 
of G policemen (ti'23) to each thousand 
of the population ; whilst the arerage at 
the present moment is leu than 3 to each 
thousand. The fatting-ofT it, therefore, 
more than one-half, or about S3 per cent !

TU 
thought that naAi'ssmcnta were the l>cat means 
of raijiiiifl money for the purposes of the Cor- 
poration j by theae meaiu the cltiieill would 
feel tlie evteat of tbeir cuatributions, and thus 
feeling, would lie more on tlie alert to m that 
thcii moiu.T was not misapplied, 11c pro- 
feased himaelf friendly to the Coriroratien, and 
willing to do averv thing In Ida power to assist 
tlie member* of the City Council in their en- 
deavours to pmtect the walfarr and comfort of 
the cidaoDt ; but he could not ro beyond legis- 
lative cnaetrnentt. He was of opinion that a 
divided control of tbt police cuuld not niitwcr . 
He thought that the Municipal Corporation 
Act did not require any alteration, Ho com- 
plained oi the last police tepoit : he would not 
say thot he had read it witb vrxstinn, but with 
sorrow and regret. He alluded to the cruel 
eases of soma of the dismissed clerks, — dis- 
missed almost without warning ; to some of 
whom smnll balances of talariei were due — 
small indeed hi amount, but of the greatest 
eanaequence to them. Ke supposed tiny 
would have recourse to the Court nf Kequctta 
t" reeoier Iheii little claims. He had been 
written to on these subject*, and indeed be waa 
written to on all sorts of subjects of complaint ; 
recently a nuisance near the Judges' room, nl 
Berriraa, could not be removed without firtt 
writing to him for pcrmiaaiuu. The Colonial 
Secretary intimated that the Municipal Corpo- 
ration Act had net vet received the Royal 
assent. The Private Socrelrry euinclaed in 
opus ion with the Uovemor. relative to a divided 
eonrtol of the police not triawcriiur.^lle, Mr.

enter. 'Hub intelligence uf hi* death, a* could 
well be .supposed, greatly affected his aged 
parent, aiul tended to depress the spirits uf tbe 
vcnemble Baronet, who wan then verging oq 
lit* 84th yenr. Sir !\ JI'Naghten had a family 
of acvcntccn sons and dauglitiirs, of wliuin 
aevernl routiuued to rcsi<ki with him at liunb. 
mlllH-hoiiae. Tliey were nil nt one peruMi 
jeaideni in Indin, where norne nf thein still 
continue to reside. Sir x'raneis was understood 
to be very inthnalely netjujuiited with the eona- 
plicuted affalri of tluil vnst emp lre r with which 
lie has been bo long iatimately and honourably 
connected ■. and he was leot^ueotly consulted on 
its affairs in the falter year* uf his life, by tho 
Home (lovemment. As s politician, he 
cuuUl scarcely or n;iid to lib-ve idmtihed 
hiinsell' with Any party in ihc statu, 
FmrA hla long ee*lelence abreikd, he was neces- 
sarily, fur a considerable period, entirely unoun- 
neeted with tho polities of the county of An- 
trim, in which liia properly lay, nnd which wna 
represented for many years "in the [rupL-riid 
Lcgislaturo hy bis Inni brother, Aiti-i )iis 
ri'tum, however, he uvinced a deep Interest in 
nuHiy public questions, and his opinion wits 
received by all purtie* with great CHin-idcrjliun 
anil respect. At (he |jeriod of tlie ngitalkiu for 
rathnlic Emancipation he used his iufliicncc, 
both through the 2 4 ri'ss . mrl otherwise, in f jvcur 
nf that measure, in the hope that it would 
restore peace to his native countrv.

he published n very able pamphlet in opposi- 
tion to the views nl Mr. \ichall*, and contain- 
ing pmlirtion* respectiiur the working ol the 
proponed measure that have unfortunately, 
been too closely verified.
